Tts Value to the Business Man.

BUT EE NEEDS THE LAWYER.

L. B in Advertising Weorld.

Sometimas a merchant.buys a Black-
stone afd enters upon the study of law.
If he can find time for such a course
of study, it will prove proﬁlal:le in a
ganeza! way, but if he expects thereby
L) escape lawyer’s fees, when involved
in trouble, he is treading on dangerous
ground.

Without a practical knowledge of
the workings of legal machinery, he
had better trust to the advice of a man
who makes law his buginess. HisTegal
acquisitions may enable bim to see
pitfalls into whick, in blind simplicity,
ive might otherwise stumble, but to
cscape them he wlll need an experi-
enead guide.

Law, 1 its linal reduetion, has been
dofined az “common sense.” This
phrase may truly define its fundament-
al principles, but it & hard te harmon-
ize some of the twists of legal procedure
with the scope of such a definition,
Besides, people do net always agree on
what may be considered a common-
songe proposilion. -Men look at things
frcm different angles, snd 4t does not
wlways pay to draw inferences as to
what is Iaw in a certain case from what
may =eem ils ccmmonsense aspect.
JThis 1s a frequent mistake of the lay-
mag. A man 12 usually more opm-
ionated and assertive of what he con-
siders his legal rights, before giving
the matter stud_s-',thatmﬂarw:wda. He
finds so much of his fancied knowledge
shattered by the cold steel of facts that
Lie begins to iove cautiously. The
legally ignorant man often caters upon
undertakings in which the number of
possible lezal complications would
pizke his head dizzy with anxiety if he
knew oi*them. In fact a large num-
ber of business transactions leave in-
numarable luop-boles for a tangle of
litigation. Reputation, finanecis! stand-
ing and fiendship ficure in many
business desis thei wounld fall to the
gzround if left to the advice of an at-
tarney.

Inn o2 sal : it would be
better if the busiress man knéw his
ground, and he wonld nsuaily save
money by consulting an attorney be-
fore entering on new departures. His
own legal acquirements should com-
piige a basie knowledge ot commercial
iaw. He shonld know the essentials of
i good contraet; this would improve
his judgment and give him a better
nndersianding of his rights and obliga-
tions, But the bnsiness man can not
keep posted on the mass of court de-
¢isions, handed down from day to day,
in which fine distinctions are drawn
still finer, and seeming variations arise
in apparently similar cases. Tt takes
t2o much {ime and the buzy man can
balter afford to pay someone else for
the =eryice.
